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Prairie Farmers’ Unions Conclude 
Interprovincial At Meet Regina

A milestone in the progress of the three Prairie Farmers’ 
Unions was reached in Regina when Agricultural Minister 
James G. Gardiner, Justice Minister Stuart Garson and Mines 
Minister George Prudham, accompanied by 15 western mem- 
bers, gave hearing to a brief submitted by the Unions at an 


Interprovincial Conference. 

The brief, read by J. L. Phelps, 
president of the Saskatchewan 
Farmers’ Union, was received with 
loud enthusiasm and given the 
unqualified support of all dele- 
gates and members present. 

Conf.rence arrangements had 
been made in advance by the 
S.F.U. securing the large ballroom 
in the Hotel Saskatchewan for the 
two-day meeting, but it was ap- 
parent by 9:30 a.m. Monday that 
this space was totally inadequate 
for the size of the gathering. 
Therefore the afternoon session 
r--convened in the Metropolitan 
Church where there is seating 
capacity for 1500 

The briet was studied, discussed 
and approved clause by clause, 
during Monday’s session, which 
carried over into an_ evening 
meeting and offered ample oppor- 
tunity for consideration of all 
points included in the brief to be 
submitted to the government. 

Tuesday morning’s session was 
called for 9 a.m. and set off at 
a brisk pace with all available 
space in the church occupied at 
that t'me. 

The Hon. J. G. Gardiner 
spoke for 90 minutes during the 
morning to the 1200 western 
farm delegates who had follow- 
ed with intense interest, the 
reading of the brief by S.F.U. 
Pres. Phelps to the government 
members. 

In his reply regarding the brief, 
Mr. Gardin -r commented on the 
the clear and concise as well as 
the efficient manner in which the 
brief had been prepared and pre- 
sented. 


NINE POINTS 

The main points contained in 
the brief included: 

(1). Parity Prices — adjust- 
ment of prices of farm produce 
on a basic parity with prices of 
other goods farmers have to buy. 

(2). Adequate settlement of 
the five-year pool by arbitration 
board or the findings of a Royal 
Commission. . 

(3). Increased Freight Rates— 
the recent announcement of fur- 
ther substantial increase in rail- 
way freight rates only serves to 
furth:r aggravate the situation, 
with the result that the price 
received for most agicultural 
products is getting more and more 
out of line with the prices the 
farmer must pay for the ma- 
chinery of production and opera- 
tional costs. 

(4). Producer representation 
on the Wheat Board, Board of 
train Commissioners and other 
important boards and commis- 
sions. 

(5). Transfer of the wheat 
board from the Dept. of Trade 
and. Commerce to the Dept. of 
Agriculture. 

(6). A complet? investigation 
by the government into the pres- 
ent excessively high cost of farm 
machinery and farm fuels. 

(7). A r-medy for the Over- 
ages situation, wherein elevator 
companies have received extra 
funds due to up-grading or re- 
vised weights of grain. (Some 
say that the situation would ap- 
pear to indicate that the Board 
of Grain Commissioners had been 
negligent in its duties. It is esti- 
mat id that the money realized 


from the sale of these overages, 
which should have been confis- 
cated by the Board, would amount 
to $12,000,000, or $14,000,000. 
This large sum, it was stated, 
represents money illegally taken 
fromthe western farmers). 

(8). Increased Floor Price for 
Hogs. 

(9). The appointment of a 
Transport Controller by the Fed- 
eral government to allocate a fair 
share of both lake and rail ship- 
ping facilities to agriculture as 
compared to other major indus- 
tries. 

Mr. Gardiner undertook to talk 
on, and, according to some ob- 
servers, ground, several issues. 
Mr. Gardiner skipped the question 
of price controls and roll-backs. 

On the question of parity prices, 
Mr. Gardiner stated that the gov- 
ernment was attempting to keep 
the price of farm commodities in 
line with the prices of the things 
the farmer had to buy. At this 
point the crowd broke into an 
uproar of derisive shouts and 
boos. 

When the noise abated, Mr. 
Gardiner grinned and said, “Well, 
I said ‘attempting’.”’ 

In dealing with the suggestion 
for final settlement of the five- 
year pool, Mr. Gardiner stated it 
was very unlikely that anything 
could be done, as Britain consid- 
ered the matter closed. 

Alberta President Henry 
Young voiced strong support of 

the farm unions’ request for a 
board of arbitration. ‘We are 
quite willing to rest our case on 
the findings of an impartial 
commission,” he said. 


Mr. Hadlund, representing the 
British Columbia Peace River 
bloc, in reply to Mr. Gardiner, 
pointed out that a precedent had 
been set when the British-Argen- 
tine Beef Agreement was re- 
opened after protest by Argentine 
and ae satisfactory settlement 
made by Britain upon the decision 
of an arbitration board. 

Mr. Gardiner said in regard to 
increased freight rates, that it 
had always been a problem in the 
west, but that the west had @ 
very good thing in the Crows’ 
Nest agreement and that it should 
be retained. 

Concerning farmer represcnta- 
tion on the Wheat Board and the 
Board of Grain Commissioners, 
Mr. Gardiner was of the opinion 
that there wns little if any room 
for improvement. He mentioned 
two members of the Board of 
Grain Commissioners whom he 
considered very capable but ne- 
glectod to mention the third one 
who had been an active and lead- 
ing membef of the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange. 


HIGH COSTS 


No suggestion was made by the 
Minister on the Unions’ request 
to have the Wheat Board trans- 
ferred to the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Dealing with the question of 
the hich cost of farm machinery, 
Mr. Gardiner stated that he was 
ewar? of the high prices, but in 
his opinion they would remain 
hich ay long as the farmers bonght 
the new machinery. 

Tn the matter of grain Overages, 
the Minister of Agricultur? recall- 


ed a similar situation had occurred 
at the end of World War I. At 
that time overages had been sold 
and Mr. Gardiner stated that it 
had taken the Federal government 
seven whole years to figure out @ 
good method of channeling the 
proceeds back to the farmers 
where they belonged. 

In replying to Mr. Gardiner 
on this point S.F.U. President 
Phelps said that he certainly 
hop:d that this “was not the 
criterion by which the Govern- 
ment would endeavor to straighten 
the situation out this time.” 

Mr. Phelps assured the Minis- 
ter and government members

Office Building Plans 


Discussion of an office building to house Sturgeon Munici- 
pal District and Sturgeon School Division will be held this week 
at the municipal council meeting. 


At last meeting representatives 
from the school division appeared 
before council, and after some dis- 
cussion it was decided to table the 
matter unti! the forthcoming meet- 


ing. 

It was mentioned at the meeting 
that it may be more economical 
for the municipality to build its 
own office as under the new City 
Charter it is understood municipal 
offices will be tax free. 

However, it was suggested the 
school division could build an 
office jointly with the munici- 
pality, or rent office space from 
the municipal district.

Support the Seaway 


Clamor is rising throughout the country 
for Canada to go ahead on its own to build 
the half-billion dollar St. Lawrence Seaway. 
Demands became increasingly vocal when a 
United States house of representatives pub. 
lic works.committee killed a bill calling for 
U.S.-Canadian oo a in building the 
project. 4; 

The federal cabinet is meeting to consider 
preparation of legislation for an all-Canadian 
seaway. It is believed parliament will be 
asked to give approval at the fall session 
which meets Oct. 9. 

The seaway has been talked about and 
planned for for the past 20 years. From the 
very start, Canada favored the project, as 
did New York State. 

But pressure groups in the U.S. Congress 
have been successful in forestalling interna- 
tional co-operation. 

The seaway, utilizing some canals already 
built between the Great Lakes, would open 
up a great inland waterway leading right into 
the heart of the continent, to Fort William 
and Chicago. 

Now that Canada may go it alone, the 
experts in Ottawa say the only stumbling 
block may be in securing support of the west 
for the project. 

Although the west will not be directly 
affected by the seaway, it will benefit ma- 
terially from cheaper transportation rates 
that would come into effect with the seaway. 
Western farmers, particularly, may receive 
a higher return for grain due to lower rates 
that the seaway would bring. In addition, 
manufactured products from the east may 
become cheaper here. 

Water transportation has always 
cheaper than railway transit. Construction 
of the seaway, with its consequent lower 


rates, may help to offset current iniquitous 
rail rates.

Electricity on Farms 


Approximately 11,000 farms in Alberta 
are being supplied with central electric 
power, Projects will be completed by the end 
of the year to supply about 4,000 additional 
farms with such power, bringing the total up 
to 15,000. As there are about 89,000 farms 
in this province, slightly over 16 per cent will 


be supplied with electricity by the end of 
1951. 

Most of the electricity in farming areas is 
being distributed by loc ‘al co-operatives which 
buy the power wholesale, m: 1inly from Cal- 
gary Power Co. and International Utilities. 


News on Atomic Tests 


The United States has conducted at 
least four major tests of atomic weapons 
since the end of World War II. The last 
was recently concluded at Eniwetok and 
officials have cautiously revealed some 
information about the results. 

New weapons “several times’ more 
powerful than the bomb dropped during 
the war were watched by observers seven 
miles away. No information as to the 
area of destruction was released. ‘Use- 
ful information on thermo-nuclear reactions’ 
was obtained but nothing was made avail- 
able as to the reactions which would follow 
the explosion of an H-bomb. 

In the experiment at Eniwetok, radio- 
guided airplanes flew through atomic 
clouds, and animals and testing devices 
were located so as to measure radio-activity. 
One conclusion was that an atomic bomb,

exploded high in the air for greater 
blast damage, would leave no _ lingering 
radio-activity. 

The latest experiment involved some 


9,000 men, identified as Task Force 3, 
had with them tanks, 
special equipment, thousands of mice and 
pigs and dogs, cameras and other instru- 
ments to make a record of what took place.

High-Speed Cameras Set Up To Track 
Mefeors Across Sky In Northern Alberta 


Two high-speed swivel cameras, designed to track flashing 
meteors across the sky soon will start operating in northern 


Alberta. 

At Meanook and Newbrook, 
Alta., stellar physicists of the 
Dominion observatory staff from 
Ottawa will begin shooting pic- 
tures of ‘‘shooting stars.” 


Meanook is 65 miles north, and 
Newbrook 50 miles northeast of 
Edmonton. 

The men in charge of the pic- 
ture taking project are Peter 
Millman and George Brealey, both 
of the observatory in Ottawa. They 
will synchronize the two cameras 
from their miles apart 
to shoot pictures of the same 
meteors at the same time. 
HEAVY CAMERAS 

The eight-inch curved films will 
be rushed to the Massachusetts 
Institute of technology at Boston 
for development and evaluation. 
Similar films; taken by the same 
type of new stratosphere cameras

By tracking meteors with 
two cameras from different bas- 
es simultaneously, scientists of 
the U.S. Navy, Harvard Uni- 
versity MIT and the Dominion 

Observatory will be able to gath- 
er new data on such things as 
the density and moisture con- 
tent of the outer air. 

The information will go a long 
way toward solving the problems 
of high altitude guided missiles. 
The plans for the special photo- 
graphic study of meteors got un- 
derway in 1945, when the German 
V2 bombs brought home the im- 
portance of the upper atmosphere 
in any future war. 

C. S. Beals, astronomer at the 
Dominion observatory, and Mill- 
man, helped outline the specifica- 
tions of the new cameras. 

The total cost of each camera, 
built in a Connecticut plant and 
recently pictured in a _ national 
magazine, was $35,000.

REGISTRATION OF ALBERTANS FOR 
NEW OLD AGE PENSIONS BEGINS 


Registration of an estimated 25,000 Albertans entitled to 
the new $40 monthly federal old-age security pensions next 


year is now underway. 

H. C. Gillman, who has been ap- 
pointed regional director’ of old 
age security, said registration 
forms for the new pensions are 
available at post offices through- 
out Alberta. 

Cief facts to remember about 
the registration are: 

Everyone of 694% not now get- 
ting pensions should register. 

Those already on old-age pen- 
sions need not register. They will 
be transferred automtaically to 
the new pension rolls. There are 
18,000 persons in this group in 
Alberta. 

It is essential that those over 
69 not now receiving pensions to 
register immediately in order that 
arrangements can be completed in 
time for cheques to be sent out 
next January. 

Addition of 25,000 pensioners to 
the 18,000 now receiving pensions 
will boost to 43,000 the total now 
on federal lists. 

Applicants must prove their age 
to benefit from the new legisla- 
tion, and birth or baptismal cer- 
tificates, church, marriage records 
or passports are best evidence. 

Mr. Gillman explained the 70- 
and-over pensions with which ne 
is concerned have nothing to do 
with the proposed new pensions 
for the 65-69 group, details of 
which are now being worked out 
at Ottawa.

Oil Pipe Line 
To Coast Planned 


Ten companies have joined the 
battle to build an oil pipe line 
from Edmonton to Vancouver, as 
the fight for an outlet for Alberta 
oil to the Pacific Coast grows 
more intense daily. 

Crews are surveying routes 
suitable for a pipe line, accord- 
ing to officials of various com- 
panies who passed through Ed- 
monton this week. 

Final decision on the oil export 
is up to the Board of Transport 
Commissioners, who will meet in 
Ottawa September 24. 


Big three in the battle to re- 
ceive permission to build a line 
are Trans-Mountain Oil Pipe 
Line Co.; Independent Pipe 
Line Co.; and Westcoast Trans- 
mission. 


The companies are backed by 
various oil firms and Canadian 
and American capital. 

Favored route of the line would 
run from Edmonton close to the 
CNR right-of-way past Edson and 
through the Yellowhead Pass. It 
would then continue down to 
Kamloops. From there it would 
leave the CN and head on its own 
directly for Chilliwack and along 
the south side of the Fraser river 
to Vancouver. 

Trans-Mountain is backed by 
the huge Bechtel Corporation, an 
American firm which has built 
pipe lines all over the world.

that “western farmers would not 
wait seven years or perhaps seven 


months” for action on their re- 
quests. 

In passing, Mr. Gardin © said 
he felt that hog prices were quite 
satisfactory as were  liv.stock 
prices in general, although per- 
haps egg prices were a wee bit 
low. 

Jake Schulz, prssident of the 
Manitoba Farm rs’ Union, pointed 
out the steady deterioration in 
the position of western agriculture 
in the Canadian economy and 
urg d early action to correct the 
situation. 


Farm income has decreased 
12 per cent during the last year, 
while farm operating costs have 
increased by $69 million. The 
cost of living has increased 186 
per cent. Farm machinery costs 
have increased by 227 per cent. 
Fertilizer costs are up 97 per 
cent and building costs are in- 
creased by 138 per cent since 
the war. 


These facts were brought out 
by Mr. Schulz, who str ssed that 
this is a situation that cannot con- 
tinue. It is an inflationary trend 
which must be halted if Canada 
would have economic stability. 

While Mr. Gardiner admitted 
that the farmers’ position today 
is insecure, he maintained that the 
Government's present agricultural 
policy was satisfactory. 

This constituted most of the 
major points dealt with in the 
brief. 

After meeting with th> opposi- 
tion members, a closed session 
was held and the progress made 
was discussed with a view to 
future action, 

Agricultura Minister Gardiner 
repeated the statement that he 
would take the views and opinions 
of the meeting back to Ottawa, 
wh re he would lay them before

the members of the government 
for discussion and consideration. 

The dead-line set for a reply by 
the governm-nt to at least some 
of the major issues contained in 
the brief, was set at September 1 
by the delegates and leaders of 
the three farm unions. 

Any further course of action 
will depend on the government’s 
reply to the requests in the brief, 
and will be decided upon at a 
meeting of an_ interprovincial 
council to consist of the president 
of cach union and three repre- 
sentatives from the executive of 
each province. 

Saskatch wan Unions’ pres. J. 
L. Phelps, in speaking of a farm 
strike said that strike action was 
only a last resort. In a statement, 
Mr. Phelps added: 

“I think no one can deny the 
farmers th right to strike or re- 
fuse to deliver products until 
prices are satisfactory or injus- 
tices are corrected. I contend, 
however, that a strik» should not 
be resorted to until our efforts 
of negotiation have failed—that 
we owe it to ourselves, our 
governments and our customers, 
the consumers, to do our best to 
solve our problems by negotia- 
tion.”
